The Board of County Commission­ 
ers of Pontotoc County, State of 
Oklahoma, met in regular adjourned 
session in the office of the County 
Clerk at Ada, the county seat of 
said county on February 25, 1920, 
at 9 o'clock A. M. 
Present: W. H. Brumley, Chair­ 
man, J. I. Laughlin, Commissioner, 
M. Garner, County Clerk. Absent: 
H. F. Bibb, Commissioner. 
The following resolution was in­ 
troduced, read and adopted: 


I Resolution by the County Commis-

stoner* of Pontotoc County, Ok­ 
lahoma. 
Whereas, 
The 
Department 
of 
Highways or the State of Oklahoma 
has notified the Board of County 
Commissioners of Pontotoc County 
that the sum of approximately $31,- 
000.00 of Federal Ald Road Fund 
has been apportioned to said County 
for expenditure during th© fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1920, and. 
Whereas, It is necessary that the 
County make formal application for 
the said Federal Aid Road Fund 
and that the County also raise a 
sum of money equal to the portion 
of such allotment of Federal Aid 
Fund, accepted by said County to be 
expended in connection with the 
same, under the direction of the 
State Department of Highways as 
authorized by law. 
Now, therefore be it resolved by 
the Board of County Commissioners 
of Pontotoc County. Oklahoma, when 
in special adjourned session assem­ 
bled: 
First, That the sum of $31,000.00 
(or a sum equal to any amount 
that may be apportioned to this 
county from the Federal Aid Road 
Fund secured from the revenue of 
such county or from any source, or 
sources, be set aside by said county 
for expenditure in connection with 
such Federal Aid Allotments, under 
the direction of the Commissioner of 
Highways of the State of Oklahoma, 
in accordance with the laws govern­ 
ing his department, on State Roads 
in Pontotoc County designated as 
Section One (I), Miles A, B. C. D. 
E, and F, and Section Two (2) Miles 
A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I, J, K, L, 
M and N and more particularly des­ 
cribed as the Ada-Alien Highway, 
also to include Section 
Six 
(€) 
Miles, A, B, C, D, and E, and Sec­ 
tion Seven (7) Miles, A, B, C, D, 
E, F, G, H. I. and J, Ada-Stratford 
road, to include road and bridge con­ 
struction on the said Highway, said 
project to be approved by the State 
Department of Highways and by the 
Bureau of Public Roads of the Unl­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture, 
and 
Second. That so much of the 
County Road Maintenance Fund of 
the County as may be necessary 
to maintain such Federal Aid project 
in a condition satisfactory to the 
Commissioner of Highways and the 
Bureau of Public Roads, be and the 
same is hereby set aside and 
Third, That Pontotoc County does 
hereby make application for as much 
of the Federal Aid Road Fund as 
nay be available for this County, and 
does hereby appropriate and set 
aside from the general revenue fund 
of the said county a sum sufficient 
to pay the expenses of preparing the 
preliminary plans, surveys, specifi­ 
cations and all data necessary to 
submit to the Bureau of 
Public 
Roads and the State Department of 
Highways before approval of the 
said Bureau or Public Roads and the 
State Department of Highways, of 
the said Federal Aid Project is fi­ 
nally granted, and to promptly pay 
to the Commissioner of Highways 
his claims for such expenses incurred 
under the terms of Senate 
Joint 
Resolution No. 17 of the 
Seventh 
Legislature of the State of Okla­ 
homa.

The cam­ 
paign, which is similar to though 
more extensive than the one carried 
on last year, is under :he direction 
of the Oklahoma Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation and its affiliated organiza­ 
tions throughout the state. 
Two purposes, it is hoped, will be 
attained by means of this campaign. 
The first and primary object is to 
curb the filthy and prevalent habit 
of spitting, the second to promote 
a new interest in community health. 
Each county will be under the di­ 
rection of a county director, who will 
be expected to organize local com­ 
mittees for the campaign. Superin­ 
tendents of schools will be in charge 
of the campaign in the rural dis­ 
tricts. Ministers will be asked to 
preach sermons on the relation of 
better health to the good of the 
community and the danger of un­ 
clean habits. 
The drive will be further amplified 
with posters, lantern slides and pub­ 
licity matter. Distribution of litera­ 
ture on care and prevention of in­ 
fant diseases will be effected. Four 
minute talks to civic organizations, 
teachers' associations and church so­ 
cieties will form an important part 
of the campaign.

NBW YORK, Jan.' 8.— For the 
purpose of creating nationwide in­ 
terest ip the development of the 
American merchant marine, a series 
of demonstrations showing maline 
resources of the country, will begin 
here April IS and last one week, 
it was announced today by the Na­ 
tional Marine league. 
According to P. H. W. Ross, pres­ 
ident of the league, the demonstra­ 
tions will consist of parades; din­ 
ners, at which prominent marine au­ 
thorities will be speakers; exposi­ 
tions of ship models and exhibits 
of cargo handling and shipping de­ 
vices. 
John Barton Payne, chair­ 
man of the United States Shipping 
board; Secretary of Commerce J. W. 
Alexander, and other men promi­ 
nent in America's commercial de­ 
velopment, will be in attendance. 
While centering in New York, the 
demonstration will be nation-wide 
in scope, it was added. 
The league, according to its offi­ 
cers, now has more 
than 
9,000 
members, including not only promi­ 
nent steamship men, but executive 
heads of many of the largest man­ 
ufacturing,

business firms in every state of the 
union.

Those citizens of Ada and Ponto­ 
toc county who have a tendency 
toward orthodoxy are worried over 
the divorce record of the county. 
During the year of 1919 there were 
454 marriage licenses issued from 
the office of the court clerk. Dur­ 
ing the same time 175 divorce cases 
were filed. This means that one out 
of every two and six-sevenths per­ 
sons married were either divorced or 
wanted to be divorced. This is beat­ 
en by the District of Columbia by a 
narrow margin, the record there 
being one out of every two and one- 
half. Even Reno, Nevada, the mecca 
for divorce seekers, and the origin 
of the word "peach O ’ Reno,” had 
only one divorce case filed for ev­ 
ery three marriages. 
Many causes are attributed to this 
state of affairs. One is the fact 
that many young men married when 
they were called into the service, 
though the war marriages which 
proved unsuccessful here were few 
indeed. In fact, the men who remain­ 
ed at home, the records show, are 
wanting divorces * more frequently 
than those who went to war. 
That the state of unrest in indus­ 
try 
is 
having 
a 
decided 
effect 
upon marital bliss those who are 
given to, setting up reasons state. 
About half of the divorce cases are 
for desertion, which bears out the 
unrest theory.

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SHALL AMERICA REMAIN FREE? 


In another place in this editorial page today we reproduce 
an editorial from the Tulsa World that appeared on Thursday 
of last week. The subject of the World editorial is “Vanish­ 
ing Self Government.” 
When one remembers that the Tulsa 
World is the most orthodox Republican paper of the South­ 
west and has trained with a party that embraces the centrali­ 
zation ideas of Hamilton, its appeal for state rights and self 
government becomes most significant. 
When a Federalist journal appeals to its Federalist read­ 
ers for pause in the mad careed toward centralization it is high 
time for the public in general and the Democratic party in 
particular to give pause. 
The World avows most solemnly 
that unless the country retreats to ground already lost “the 
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With the final acceptance of the federal constitution by 
the various states there began a 50-year war between those 
who stood for the rights of the states and those who stood 
for a strong,' centralized federal administration. 
The instru­ 
ment itself was not definite enough on the subject, and yet, 
it was. 
For the reader in attaching to the words employed 
the meaning they ordinarily carry, must inevitably arrive at 
the conclusion that the framers of the constitution contem­ 
plated a federal organization vested only with such authority 
as the state itself could not exercise without causing conflict 
with sister states and disturbing the interstate relation. 
It may be said that the decisions culminating in the bloody 
decision of the war of the sections were necessary and sound. 
But what is to be said of the encroachments on state authority 
which have been going steadily forward during the past two 
decades—-the last decade in particular. 
The national education association in convention at Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, has just endorsed the Smith-Tower bill which 
proposes creating the office of secretary of education with a 
seat in the president's cabinet. 
There is pending a similar 
measure with respect to a national health secretary, backed, 
too, by a very determined coterie of gentlemen who know 
what they want and why. 
If these movements are permitted by public opinion to suc­ 
ceed where is the line to be drawn? 
Can it be urged that 
a standardized and federal dictated curriculum or a bureau­ 
cratically enforced system of theropeutics is less offensive 
than a state-prescribed religion? 
If the local self-government 
theory which stands at the very foundation of our govern­ 
mental system does not include the right of the citizen to 
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state rights died on the battle fields of the War between the 
States. 
They overlook the tremendous fact that the only 
right lost by the states on those ensanguined fields was the 
alleged right to withdraw from the Union. That was the only 
right at issue—it was the only right involved. That right, if 
it ever really existed, was buried at Appomattox. 
But the 
hundreds of other rights admittedly belonging to the states 
were not involved in the welter of civil war battles and are 
being lost today in a passionate onrush of Federalism. 
When the treaty of Paris recognized the independence of 
the thirteen colonies they became at once thirteen independent 
states. Not&only did they become independent of Great Brit­ 
ain—-they became independent of one another. Massachusetts 
became independent of Great Britain and of Virginia. Georgia 
was independent of Massachusetts and North Carolina. Every 
colony acquired every right belonging to an independent na­ 
tion. 
When the Articles of Confederation were adopted the 
thirteen' states surrendered certain of their rights to a general 
government. 
Six years experience under the Confederation 
convinced the states that a stronger government was neces­ 
sary, so they surrendered additional rights to the general 
government and adopted the Constitution. 
But they sped* 
fled in unmistakable language in the Constitution itself that 
“all powers not herein delegated to the general government It 
hereby reserved to the states.” With that solemn understand­ 
ing of what the Constitution means the states accepted the 
Constitution and elected Washington president. 
Immediately after the inauguration of Washington the 
Federalists resumed the fight thfcy had lost in part in the 
constitutional convention. 
One by one the rights guaranteed 
to the states were taken away. 
This fight received consid­ 
erable impetus from the bitter passions developed by the war 


glory of America is vanished.” 
Those who despise state rights are fond of saying that ^oca^ determine all of these matters, then what does it in­ 
clude that commanded the courageous sacrifice of the fathers? 
Through this attempt to bring the public school system 
of the nation under the despotic control of a federal agency 
there runs undisguised the German philosophy which holds 
the child to be the property of the state. Against that phil­ 
osophy stands every original purpose and concept of American 
patriots. And we believe it to be true that against that phil­ 
osophy there stands arrayed today a preponderant majority 
of American parents. 
The home may be invaded with impunity for the purpose 
of state dictation as to what we shall cook and eat and drink; 
we believe that it will never be tolerable to have it invaded 
for the purpose of federal dictation as to how its government 
shall be administered; to force a standardized relationship be­ 
tween those members which constitute its chief glory. 
Patriotism, as well as common sense, demands that the 
unjustified aggressions on the rights of the state be stopped. 
For as a result of that aggression there is certainly goirfg down 
every feature of the original American conception which en­ 
deared it to its adherents and supporters over all others. 
Let the slogan be not only “Stop! 
You cannot advance 
along this line!” but let it be the slogan of forces unalterably 
committed to the policy of a retreat to ground already lost. 
Else the glory of America is vanished!—Tulsa World.

I believe the people of Ada and 
the school people of the entire East 
Central district will be interested to 
know just what is the status of the 
proposed Memorial Archway to be 
erected at the Normal School in 
honor of the men who answered 
their country’s call. It will be re­ 
membered that the original plan was 
to raise $4500.00 to be used In 
constructing the Memorial. More­ 
over the gateway was to consist of 
two large archways, one over each 
driveway at the entrance to the 
Normal School campus. Suffice it to 
say that the original aihount was 
not raised. Instead there is in 
the 
bank $2996.51 net to be applied to 
the construction of the Gateway. 
Realizing that it would be diffi­ 
cult to raise the additional amount, 
I conferred with several people who 
are very much interested in the 
proposition with a view to changing 
the original plans somewhat and 
constructing an archway that could 
be built for approximately $3,000. 
Consequently, I consulted with an 
architect as to the possibility of get­ 
ting a beautfiul design for a small­ 
er gateway but one that would 
still effectively carry out the orig­ 
inal idea. The result is that we have 
blue prints of an archway that is 
pronounced by those who have seen 
it as even more beautiful, if possible 
that the drawing for the original 
gateway. In the place of having a 
double archway—one for each drive­ 
way—the present drawing calls for 
a single archway for pedestrians and 
iron gateways for the driveways. 
On the outside of each gateway is 
a large gate post which is at the 
same time a beautfiul lamp post; 
and on the inside is a smaller post 
capped with a flower urn. Bids are 
now being asked for on materials 
with which to construct the Arch. 
As soon as this is decided upon 
the contract will be let and the 
work hurried to completion. 
In this connection, I wish to ex­ 
press my heartest appreciation to 
Chaa P. Neider and Jewell Hicks, 
both of whom are Oklahoma archi­ 
tects of no mean ability. Mr. I 
drew the plans for the first gate­ 
way that was proposed and Mr. 
Neider drew the* plans for the last 
one. Each gave his service without 
charge.
